Islands. He had been in charge of the 
American consulate there for three years. 

Tuk Senate committee on the judiciary 
again considered the nomination of Mr.

NEWS ITEMS. 

A GENERAL strike of the 5000 coal miners 
in the Warrior coal fields and the shutting 
down of all the furnaces in Birmingham, 
Ala., is imminent. 

A STORM swept over Eastern Ohio, West 
Virginia and Western Pennsy]vania, on the 
28th, doing great damage. The aggregate 
loss to buildings, crops, railroad and 
telegraph lines will foot up many thousand 
dollars. Several lives were also sacrificed 
and anumber of persons were injured. 

Tne Interstate Railway Construction 
Company was incorporated at Little Rock, 
Ark., on the 28th, with a capital stock of 
$500,000. The company is formed for the 
purpose of building railroad and telegraph 
and telephone lines in Arkansas and ad- 
joining counties. 

THE completed river and harbor bill was 
reported to the Senate on the 28th. The 
bill as it came from the House carried an 
aggregate appropriation of $19,605,693. As 
reported to the Senate, it aj)ropriates 
$21,388,783, the increase being $785,000, 








THE restaurant privilege in the Cincin- 
nati Centennial Building has beou awarded 
to Henry Sayres & Co., of St. Louis, for 
$18,000. 

A VERY important amendment was made 
to the Mills bill in the Democratic caucus 
on the 28th. Upon motion of Gen. Catch- 
ings, of Mississippi, paris green was put 
on the free list. The present rate of duty 
is about 30 per cent. It is used in large 
quantities by cotton planters in killing the 
cotton worm. 

A WATERSPOUT fell in the northwestern 
part of Daves county, Nebraska, on the 
2ith, burying five miles of the Fremont, 
Elkhorn and Missouri Valley track, and 
earrying away a large number of cattle. 

As W. H. Jones was going into church 
at Palestine, Ark., onthe 26th, a gun in the 
hands of Ilugh Gaffey discharged and 
struck him in the thigh, inflicting a very 
painful wound. The boy was putting the 
gun under the steps wken it discharged. 

TuE immense stove works of Perry & Co., 
at South Pittsburg, Tenn., was burned on 
the 26th. The building occupied four acres 
of ground, and it was tho largest plant of 
the kind in the South. The loss is roughly 
estimated at $2000,000. 

A NOVEL and sensational damage suit 
was filed at Boonville, Ind., on the 25th by 
Lucinda Taylor, divorced wife of ex-Sheriff 
Taylor, against Mary E. Fuller, for $10,- 
000 damages. Lucinda claims damages

The nomination 
has beer tendered to the Ohio statesman 
with the full knowledge and approbation 
of the leading men of the party in all sec- 
tions of the country, North, East, South 
and West. For the past ten days 
there has beén & rapid concentration 
of opinion that Thurman tas the one man 
among men to nominate for Vice-Prest-« 
dent. The Nestor of the Democratic 
party; the sturdiest and acknowledged 
representative of Jacksonian Democratic 
principles; an advocate for half a century 
of honest and economical government 
and with an integrity above suspicion; 
laved by his friends and admired by his 
political opponents, the thinking Demo- 
crats of the States turned to the Ohio 
statesman as the best, the strongest and 
in every way the most acceptable Demo- 
crat to make the great battle of 1883 with 
Grover Cleveland. 

“In the few consultations which have 
been had on the subject, it was conceded 
that the nomination of Thurman would 
keep the Republicans busy with prevent- 
ing him from running away with Ohio;

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CROP SUMMARY. 


The “Farmers, Review’ Weekly Crop 
Summary for the West and North- 
west. 

CuicaGco, May 28.—The Farmers’ Review 
this week prints the following crop sum- 
mary: 

The improvement in the condition of the 
winter wheat crop, due to the recent 
rains, is now being noted by our corre- 
spondents, but at the same time re- 
ports of injury from insects are quite nu- 
merous, that nearly, if not fully offset 
the improvement. 

In Illinois the wheat crop is improved 
in condition in Cass County, but insects 
have done serious damage in Christian, 
Clark, Crawford, Wabash and Wayne 
counties. The condition of meadows and 
pastures in this State, according to our 
report this week, is only fair, and cut- 
worms and army-worms are plentiful in 
some localities. Fruit prospects are very 
fair, but the season is somewhat back- 
ward. 

Insects are doing little damage in Indi- 
ana, the only report of injury being from 
Vanderburgh County. Fruit prospects 
are fair. 

In Wisconsin the winter wheat crop is 
in good condition, although slightly late. 
This is also true of pastures and meadows. 
Fruit prospects are good. 

No improvement is noticeable in the 
condition of the winter wheat in Michi- 
gan; meadows and pastures are late but 
improved in condition; fruit prospects 
good and especially for apples; in St 
Joseph County, however, they are poor 
from numerous hard frosts, while in 
Wayne County the prospect 1s poor for 
peaches. 

Crops are in fair condition in Missouri, 
except where insects are working as in 
Barry, Hickory, New Madrid, Pettis, War- 
ren and Webster counties. The prospect 
for peaches is poor. 

Little change can be noted in the con- 
dition of the crops in Ohio, with the ex- 
ception of fruit, which is improved.- The 
season is backward in Iowa, but good prog- 
ress is now being made. Meadows and 
pastures are in good condition. Fruit 
prospects are fair, little injury from in- 
sects being reported. Meadows and past- 
ures are very backward in Minnesota, 
the season being exceptionally cold and 
wet. Crops are late but in good condition 
in Nebraska. 

The following is the summary on the 
condition of the winter wheat crop, taken 
from the reports of our correspondents: 
Illinois, sixteen counties report condition 
as 62 per cent.; Wisconsin, thirteen coun- 
ties report 89 per cent.; Indiana, fourteen 
counties report 57 per cent.; Michigan, 
twenty-one counties report 64 per cent.; 
Missouri, fifteen counties report 77 per 
cent.; Ohio, fifteen counties report 58 per 
cent.; Kansas, fifteen counties report 63 
per cent. 

This is a general average of 72 per cent.

William Brown, acolored man living 
near Thomaston, Ga., has been married 
six times and has forty children living. 1 

The little daughter of T. M. Lannon, of 
Memphis, Tenn., fell from a fourth-story 
window afew days ago and was killed. 

Just before water was reached in tho 
new artesian well at Montezuma, Ga, 
some strange articles came from it, con- 
sisting of lumps of coal, fish scales and 
bone, clear amber-colored rosin and bits 
of soft wood. 

The jury in the Sallie Boyd murder case 
at Montgomery, Ala., returned a verdict 
of ‘not guilty.” The verdict was some- 
thing of a surprise to the public. 

Deputy Sheriff Shipe was shot and killede 
by Hicks Martin, a negro whom he was 
attempting to arrest, twenty miles north 
of Knoxville, Tenn., afew days ago. The 
hegro was wantedin Alabama for mur- 
der. Ho made his escape and citizens 
were scouring the country for him. 

A workman named Henry Desoches was 
crushed to death at Standing Rock, Ky., 
while helping to unload from the cars an 
immense iron girder to be used in build- 
ing the new railroad bridge at that point. 

Johnnie Appleby, at Pendergrass, Ga., 
a few days ago, saw a cat-bird dart down 
on something, flutter violently, and fall 
apparently lifeless. The boy found the 
bird nearly dead. It was poisoned by a 
black spider. The bird died in five min- 
utes from the spider bite. 

Hicks Carmichael, the negro who mypr- 
dered Deputy Sheriff Shipe, at Knoxville, 
Tenn., was arrested near Rankin’s Depot, 
Cook County. 

Joseph Schuh, a cigar dealer, fifty-seven 
years old, blew his brains out at his home 
in Louisville, Ky., a few days ago. The 
cause was business embarrassment. 

Mrs. Fannie Friend, an aged lady, re- 
siding in Hopkinsville, Ky., died at her 
home a few nights ago from the effects of 
being severely burned by her clothes 
catching on fire some days previous. Her 
sufferings were very great. 

William Patterson, who was to have 
been hanged May 25, at Louisville, Ky., 
under expiration of the Governor’s ninety- 
day respite, has received a second re- 
prieve till June 22. 

The two houses of the Louisiana Legis- 
Jature met in joint session afew days 
since and declared Randall L. Gibson 
elected senior United States Senator. 

James W. Schooler, colored, of Nich- 
Olasville, Ky., has been admitted to prac- 
tice before the Court of Appeals. He is 
the first colored man to attain this dis- 
tinction. 

An interesting Indian relic was re- 
cently turned up by tke plow, abouta 
mile from Mikesville, Fla. It was a 
double-barreled pistol of ancient make 
and forgotten pattern. The wood-work 
of the handle was gone, but all the rest 
was intact and in a good state of preser- 
vation. 

The Governor of Tennessee has par- 
doned Dan Hennessey of ‘‘gold brick” 
fame, who was sentenced to a five-year 
term for swindling O. F. Noel, of Nash- 
ville, out of $6,000 under a pretence of 
giving him value received in the shape of 
a bogus gold brick. Hennessey has served 
something over a yearof his term. He 
has been pardoned upon the statement of 
the prison physician that he can not live 
more than a few days. 

B. 8. Roberts, a merchant of Black 
Ford, Ky., committed suicide a few nights 
ago by taking laudanum. He had laiely 
met with business reverses and was com- 
peled to make an assignment. He then 
went to Evansville to seek employment, 
but failing in this he returned to his home 
so discourged that he killed himself. He 
left a letter to a cousin explaining all. 

The furnaces of the Eureka Iron Com- 
pany, at Oxmoor, Ala., empioying 500 
men, have been shut down, being unable 
to secure a supply of coke. These fur- 
naces were supplied with coke by the 
Pratt coal mines and the recent strike of 
the miners is the cause of the shut down. 
There is no prospect of an early settle- 
ment of the trouble with the coal miners 
ana it is feared the strike will become 
general. 

The immigration convention which re- 
cently assembled at Jackson, Miss., was 
rthe largest ever held in the State, 365 
delegates being present, representing 
sixty-six counties. Speeches were made 
by Governor Lowry, Captain W. H. Hardy, 
General Miles and other prominent men, 
showing the resources of the State. Ap- 
propriate resolutions were adopted to in- 
duce immigration. 

The seventeen-year-old son of John 
Page, of Washington, N. C., was told re- 
cently not to visit among the neighbors 
until he was entirely recovered from a 
cutaneous disease. The boy disobeyed, 
and, when Mr. Page scolded him, gave him 
animpudent answer. At this the father 
struck the boy, who instantly sprang upon 
his father, cut a severe gash in his throat, 
threw him down, and was in afair way to 
kill him, when his mother and sister saved 
the father’s life. 

As corporal Davis, of Company A, of the 
colored regiment at the Jefferson Bar- 
racks, St. Louis, was making his rounds a 
few days ago, a recruit, lately received 
from Georgia, called his attention to a 
member of Company D, named Méans, 
saying that Means very muchresembled a 
man who was wanted for the murder of 
Wm. Walters, colored, over a game of 
craps, in Macon, Ga. Corporal Davis 
taxed Means with being a murderer at 
large, and Means owned up, and ‘was duly 
placed under arrest and ‘held for. the 
Géorgia authorities. 

Clark Moore, Fred Latham and Georgo 
Woolsey, charged with selling whisky ;in 
violation of the internal revenue laws, 
were arrested in Muhlenberg County, Ky., 
by Deputy United, States Marshal W,; A. 
Wickliffe, and taken before Commissioner 
Roark at Greenville, who bound them-over 
for trial at the October term of the Federal 
Court at Louisville. 

George Clark, a noted character of Muh- 
lenberg County, Ky., was arrested re- 
cently, charged with kukluxing, and at his 
examining trial before Commissioner 
Roark he was held for trial in the United 
States Court. ‘ 

James Latham, charged with moon- 
shining, is in jail at Hopkinsville, Ky., 
awaiting trial. Clark is on crutches, 
having been dangerously wounded by the 
officers in arresting him.

InpDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 31.—Chairman 
Dickie, of the National committee, placed 
before the convention the rame of Rev. H. 
C. Delano, of Connecticut, for temporary 
chairman, who was unenimously selected.

zation suggested by the National committee 
was then placed before the convention and 
formally elected as follows; Temporary sec- 
retary, J. B. Cranfill, of Texas; first assistant 
secretary, Mrs, M. M. Brown, of Cincinnati;

Minnesota. 

Delegate Needham, of Kansas, then 
stepped forward and presented Chairman 
Delano with a gavel made froin the wood of 
the telegraph pole upon which Governor St. 
John was hanved in efigy November 7, 1884, 
at Topeka, Kan. 

The convention then settled down to busi- 
ness, and on motion of Delegate Thomas, of 
New York, the roll of states and territories 
was called for the naming of members of 
the committees on credentials and permanent 
organization. 

In the afternoon the committee on credan- 
tials reported that “1,020 delegates and the 
same number of alternates were in attend- 
ance, every state and territory being rep- 

esented except Louisiana, Mississippi, South 

erglina and Wyoming. The committee on 
permanept organization named John P. St. 
John for permanent chairman and Sam. 
Smal] for secretary, and they were chosen 
unanimoudy. In taking the chair Governor 
8+. Jobn said that he would rather be elected 
chairman of this convention than be elected 
president of the United States through the 
rum power. 

As the committee on platform was not 
ready to report the convention adjourned for 
the day. 

The general committee on resolutions late 
at night decided the woman suffrage issue 
by instructing its sub-committee to {incorpor- 
ate a plain uncompromising suffrage plank. 
The vote was 23 to 5. 

Two kandsoime vases filled with lilies of the 
valley, the latter presumably emblematic of 
the purity of the party almost hid ex-Gov 
ernor St, John from view when he called to 
order the second day’s session of the National 
Prohibition convention. 

The delegates were slow in assembling, 
nearly all of them having participated in 
Wednesday night,s reunion of the Blue and 
the Gray, which lasted until long after mia- 
night.

AN OPPRESSIVE CALM 


GENERALLY PREVAILING OVER THE 
CONTINENT OF EUROPE. 








While Arming Themselves They all Cry 
Peace!""—The Tories Concoct 
New Schemes During the Recess of Par- 
Iiument—Empress Victoria Happy. 
Lonpon, June 1.—There is a very op- 
pressive calm on the continent, disturbed 
only by the friction between Germany and 
France over the passport system devised by 
the former to keep Frenchmen out of Alsace- 
Lorraine, the temperary furor created by 
the provoking speech of Herr Tisza, the 
Hungarian premier, against France, the 
demand made Wednesday by an Italian 
deputy, Signor Nicotera, in tbe chamber, 
that all the maritine towns of Italy should 
be fortified and like small matters which 
simply indicate the uneasy feeling attendant 
upon an expectation of war. But in the real 
seat of trouble, the east, all is ready for war 
and all is quiet. 
Russia gives out the impression that she 


“Peace! 


j will await the development of events in Bul- 


garia in expectation that Ferdinand’s Ultra- 
montane sympathies will undermine his po- 
sition eventually and accomplish Russia’s 
immediate purposes in the Balkans without 
war, or that King Charles of Roumania may 
find the rebellious elements too strong for 
him at Bucharest, in which event Prince Bi- 
20, who isa Frenchman at heart, would 
declared king. In that case Russia could 
go down to Bulgaria without interference. 
No nation of Europe, however, believes 
that Russia has made so great war prepara- 
tion with an intention of permitting events 
to develop themselves without her aid. Dis- 
order in the Balkan states is confidently 
looked for through Russian intrigue in the 
near future. Meanwhile, all the nations 
busily armiug continue to cry, Peace! peace! 


Schemes of the Tories. 

Lonpon, June 1.—From all accounts the 
Tories have not been idle during the Whit- 
suntide recess, but having in mind their two 
most recent lessons, their total and almost 
overwhelming defeat at Southampton and 
the very narrow escape experienced through 
the King-Harman salary bil], they have been 
turning the holiday to good account in the 
concocting of some new schemes in the some- 
whut desperate hope of continuing in power 
and of gaining a firmer grip upon their al- 
lies, the Unionists. 

The necessity of doing something about 
the King Harman affair could not fail to be 
apparent, and so the government leaders got 
together, and, it is reported, the results of 
their wise councils wiil be made manifest 
shortly in parliament. The new scheme, as 
far as can be leatned, involve the abolition 
of the office of one of ths junior lords of the 
treasury. 

There aye three of these officers at present, 
each drawing from government resources 
the sum of £1,000 a year. Mr. Government- 
leader Smith, first secretary of the treasury, 
feels that he can dispense with the services 
of one of these assistants, of whom two are 
English and one Scoteb. 

To equalize matters one of the Englishmen 
will be retired. His salary will then be ap- 
plied to Col. King Harman's office, which ex- 
hibition of saving is expected two bea step 
towards harmonizing all the bolters and 
bringing them back to the ranks again. 

A further feature of the plan is eaid to be 
the promotion of Col. King-Harman to some 
higher office from the undér secretarysbip of 
Ireland, in which position he is as offensive 
to the Irish as any man outside of Balfour 
can be. He would receive the coveted salary, 
while anotber more sujtable man would oc- 
cupy the abandoned position. 





Getting Back at Germany. 

Paris, June 1.—Asa result of the nego- 
tiations between the government and the 
Eastern Railway company for a change of 
the route of trains fn order that eastward- 
bound passengers might not be obliged to 
pass through Alsace-Lorraine, the railroad 
company announces a train service to Swit- 
nerland, Austria and Italy, via Delle, thus 
avoiding German territory. 

It jis reported that the delay in getting 
passports only applies to Frenchmen. Eng- 
lish and American passports will be vised 
immediately. If this turns the tide of travel 
away from Germany, it must result ine 
very considerable loss to both the publicans 
and merchants of ber chief cities. 





Frita May Reoover. 

Beriin, June 1,—The decision of Pro- 
fessor Virchow that the emperor's glands 
are healthy, and bjs cqntinued improvement 
have filled the people generally with a 
strong hope of his ultimate complete recov- 
ery. He leaves ina day or two for Schloss 
Frederickskron, near Potsdam, where con- 
ditions for recovery are supposed to be 
better than at Charlottenberg. The em- 
press is becoming wonderfully popular 
through the active interests she manifests 
in all benevolent and educational matters, 
and she is showered with flowers and al- 
most deafened with cheers whenever she 
drives out.

LITTLE PHIL’S RELAPSE. 


THE SICK GENERAL AT WASHINGTON 
HAS A CLOSE CALL. 


During an Attack of Suffocation From 
Pulmonary Effusion His Life Hangs in 
the Balance—<After a Hard Struggle He 
Wins the Battle—Washington News. 


WasHINGToN, June 1.—The  builetin 
issued shortly after midnight was as fol- 
lows: 

“At lv o'clock Gen. Sheridan was sud- 
denly threatened with suffocation from 
pulmonary effusion, and for awhile was in 
immideut peril The attack was mastered 
with difficulty.” 

At Sam. the following was issued: 

“Since the alarming occurrence noted in 
the bulletin issued at (2:45 a. m. Gen. Sheri- 
dan has slowly recovered from ais prostra- 
tion, his breathing has grown easier and his 
pulse stronger. He has slept pretty well 
during the last three houra” 

At 10 o'clock Gen. Sheridan was reported 
to be resting quietly, and Col. Kellogg, who 
came to the door, said there bad been no 
change in his condition since the morning 
bulletin was issued. 

At 11:10 o'clock Col. Kellogg, who has 
been in constant attendance upon Gen. Sheri- 
dan since his first attack, reported the gen- 
eral resting quietly all the morning without 
artificial aid. There bas been no recurrence 
of the severe coughing since the last bulletin, 
and the situation was rather more encourag- 
ing. 

The following bulletin was tseied by Gen. 
Sheridan’s physicians at 1 p. m.: ‘‘Since the 
early bulletin there has been yo marked 
change in Gen. Sberidan’s condition except 
possible a shade of improvement. He has 
rested quietly without pain, and expresses 
himself as feeling well.” 


No Deciston Reached. 

WasuHINnGTON, June 1.—The senate judi- 
ciary committee further considered the nom- 
ination of Mr. Fuller to be chief justice, but 
reached no conclusion. Another meeting 
will be held. The committee will undoubt- 
edly make a favorable report. The delay is 
said to be due to the fact that the committee 
does not want to appear to be iu too much 
haste in the matter. A Chicago man has 
been asking the committee for delay, and 
time*has been given him, but it is not that 
his request bas much foundation or weight 
with the coinmittee.

FIRES. 


The University of Pennsylvania Suffers a 
Heavy Loss—Elsewhere. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—A fire in the 
medical building of the University of Penn- 
sylvania this morning burned out the two 
upper floors, and completely destroyed the 
northwest lecture toom. The lower floors 
were badly damaged by water. 

A great. amount of valuable books and 
specimens in the library and museum were 
saved from the flames, but were badly in- 
jured by being thrown from the windows. 
The loss is not yet known. There is an in- 
surance of $150,000 on the building. The 
origin of the fire is a mystery.

DISTENSION IN SNAKES. 
The Almost Incomprehensible Swallowing 
Power of Reptiles. 

“Colonel, I have recently read a 
story in the newspaper about a boa 
constrictor swallowing a horse. Is 
that a possible thing or is it merely a 
newspaper yarn ?”’ 

“Well,” replied he, ‘I took particu- 
lar pains once to look up a story of 
that kind and I will give you the re- 
sult of my researches. I was traveling 
in South America, and having read 
that in the immediate vicinity an im- 
mense boa had once swallowed a horse, 
I went out of my way to ascertain the 
facts from the most trustworthy au- 
thorities. It seems that the Governor 
of one of the interior districts of Bra- 
zil had turned his favorite riding horse 
into the field to graze. When wanted 
he was nowhere to be found. In this 
district boas grow to be forty feet long, 
and after diligent search for several 
days one of these immense reptiles was 
found hanging in the crotch of a tree 
in a half dormant state, where he had 
been left by the rapidly receding wa- 
ters of the stream. The snake was 
killed and two horses were attached to 
tho carcass, and it was dragged into 
the open country. On being opened, 
the bones of a horse somewhat broken 
and the partially digested flesh were 
found. The head of the horse was un- 
injured, and was identified as the one 
belonging to the Governor. George 
Gardiner, M. D., F. L. S., in his trav- 
els in the interior of Brazil, treats of 
this immense snake, and gives fuller 
details of this particular incident. I 
made full inquiries myself of the par- 
ties who saw it, and when at Pernam- 
buco I went into the museum there and 
saw the skin of this snake, which was 
thirty-seven feet long and which has 
been preserved as a curiosity. It was 
rolled up and made a package as big 
as a flour barrel. But,’’ said the Col- 
onel, taking a medium sized bottle, 
“this story of a boa swallowing the 
horse does not seem so wonderful in 
the light of what Iam now about to 
show you. Here is a small, ordinary 
water snake which I captured in Pros- 
pect Park and which I have preserved 
in alcohol. It looks to be about as big 
around as a slate pencil, but that frog 
which is preserved in the same bottle 
was taken from the inside of the snake. 
‘The power of distension in snakes is 
something wonderful and seems in- 
credible to those who are not familiar 
with the subject.’’—Brooklyn Hagle. 
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VIENNA AND BERLIN. 
Austrian Advantages Which Prussia’a 
Capital Can Never Rival. 

It is sad to hear from competent 
authority that the people of Vienna 
are beginning to lose their conceit. It 
was a most amiable form of that weak- 
ness—offensive to none, amusing to all, 
and downright interesting to the ob- 
servant. Those kindly citizens had a 
legend, much more generally credited 
among them than the articles of any 
creed, by which they gauged their 
town and themselves. Once upon a 
time an Englishman passed through 
on his Way south—some said jt was a 
Russian returning home; he intended 
to stay six hours, but the fascinations 
of Vienna enchanted him and he 
stopped till his death. Nobedy pro- 
fessed to say when this incident oc- 
curred, nor to give any details; the 
story was a dogma. Travel did not 
shake the native faith therein-—expeti- 
ence raised no suspicion. But the 
Viennese are awakening. We learn 
that such of them as lately visited Ber- 
lin perceive, with a start, that their 
inimitable city is like a ‘provincial 
town” by comparison. It has, for in- 
stance, but three or four theaters and 
one cafe concert. Berlin has twenty- 
five places of evening resort. The 
streets are lively at midnight, while in 
Vienna they are absolutely deserted. 
We may add that it possesses but one 
first-class restaurant, while the north- 
ern capital has four at least. If such 
facts told all the truth—and they might 
be multiplied greatly—the preference 
of foreigners would be inexplicable. 
But Vienna has, indeed, a charm which 
no city approaches. The air of good 








temper, kindliness and frank good-will |: 


which is characteristic of its people, 
gives absolute pleasure to a stroll and 
raises the spirits wherever one finds 
acrowd. This is an advantage which 
Berlin can never rival.—Union Stand 
ard.
